white emigiation is encouraged, and
the people are awakening to the fact
that with frce labor the system of large
plantations is ‘not so conducive to the
general prosperity as the plan of having
the lands divided up into moderate-
sized farms. To cultivate large farms
requires a large amount of capital, which
has to be advanced in many instances
by large cotton dealers, taking a lien on
the crop for security; and when that
comes in, they have charges enough to
balance the full value of the crop. The
result is, a losa upon the part of the
planter, as he retains nothing for his
next year's operations.

But small farmers always manage
their affairs more cconomicully, and re-
quire no advances; the result must ful-
low .as a natural consequence, fair re-
muneration and perwmanent prosperity.
The people of the more southern por-
tion of the country seem to be alive to
this fact, and are making the proper
advances to secure imigrafion to settle
their country, and divide it np into
smaller tracts. As a sample of the feel.
ings and sentiments of the people fars
ther North, we give the following ex-
tract from a speech delivered by Gen,
Harding to a ‘!;__nucr':s ciud near Nash-
ville recently. He said :

4 He thought the land shouid be di-
vided into a few great plantations owned
by wealthy wen, whow the wass of the
people should serve as hired laborers.
He preterred negro laborers to whites
because the negro eould be fed cheaper
thau the white man, and becuuse his
vote could be more easily coutrolled
He thovght that the more ignorant the
laborer the better it would ve fir the
superior class; and he opposed immi.
gration, for the reason that it would in-
troduce the small furm systew.”

Itis gratifying that such sentiments
are fast dying out in the South, aund it
is to be hoped that the opinions of the
extreme Southern States may be rup
idly engrafted into the more Nurthern
States, until there may be a large imi
gration indonced to go South, scttle up
the country, and develop its great ag-i-
cultural resources. T'hat the people of
most of the cotton States recognize the
advantage of this, and cheerfully ac-
cept the new order of things is credita-
ble to their good sense, and promises
well for their futare prosperity.

It is hard to say how the
populativa lives, or expects to live. The
progrietor receives po rent, the laborer
finds no work, money has been swept
off by the Germans, and industry, from
wunt of custom und communication to-
gether, is fairly at an end How is all
that shattered tabrie of social and eom-
mercial life to be restored once more ?
When France returns again to the
possession of Frenchwen, what will en-
sue?! War and its ravages will cease,
but the effect of the storm will remain,
and a spectacle will be presented such
as was never witnessed in Kurope since
the days of the French revolution.
